Claim 2. (previously presented): The rigid polyvinyl chloride article of claim 1 wherein 
component B is present at about 0.2 to about 5 parts per hundred weight parts of 
component A. 

Claim 3. (previously presented): The rigid polyvinyl chloride article of claim 1 wherein 
component C is present at about 0.2 to about 5 parte per hundred weight parte of 
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component A.
